The campaign of education in prepar- 


ation for the special election to vote on 
tbe uew charter ou June 6th Is already 
under way.

Mr. Robert S. Burllngame will preside 
and a formal programme has been ar- 
ranged. Dr. C. A. Brackett will deliver 
the opening address.

There was an accident at Coddiugton 


coveou Wednesday afternoon when one 
of the submarine boats came into collis- 
ion with tbe tender, Nina, the resulting 
damage consisting of a bad hole in the 
bow of the Nina which was promptly 
beached to prevent her sinking. 


The submarines Porpoise aud Shark 


Here out for practice In Ihe cove and 
were attended by the Nina. In coin- 
ing to the surface after being sub- 
merged, the Porpoise rose uuder the 
hows of the Nina with sufficient force 
to drive iu her plates. The Porpoise 
was immediately Mibmerged lo get out 
of the way ofthe larger craft, aud the 
Nina was headed at full speed for the 
beach. Her nose was ruu upon the 
sand where she rested easily. 
The 


Porpoise escaped undamaged. 


The Torpedo Station was at once no- 


tified of the accident and Commander 
Gleaves hastened lo the scene ou a tor- 
pedo boat.^ With the assistance ofthe 
tug Solicitor the Nina was pumped out 
aud taken to'the Station. She will have 
to go ou dry dock for repairs.

On recommendation of the committee 


ou streets aud highways resolutions 
were passed authorizing tbe curbing, 
grading aud macadamizing of Merlon 
road at a cost of $2,450 aud the maca- 
damlilug of Sloeum street at a cost of 
«S,500. 


The committee on streets and high- 


ways recommended that a proposition 
be submitted to the taxpayers, at the 
special election to be held ou June 6, to 
issue bonds for $50,000 for granolithic 
sidewalks lo be divided equally amoug 
the,flfe wards of the city. This was pro- 
vocative of much discussion iu both 
branches. 
In the common 
council 


Messrs. Milne and Mason both spoke at 
considerable length against tbe resolu- 
tion, suggesting that instead of the side- 
walk proposition a proposition for a uew 
pavement on Thames street be submit- 
ted. Au amendment was offered to give 
the people their choice between the slde- 
walksaud Thames street,but the amend- 
ment was voted down. Tbe resolution 
was then passed by the common coun- 
cil. In the board of aldermen Messrs. 
Ritchie aud Bliss both argued Iu favor 
if Thames street pavement iu preference 
to sidewalks but the board passed the 
resolution iu concurrence. 


The committee ou streets aud high- 


ways also reported a coiiimunicatiou 
from Ihe Old Colony Street Railway 
Company stating that after estimating 
the cost aud the probable revenues, the 
company could uotaflord to extend its 
tracks iu Coggeshall avenue to Ruggles 
avenue as had beeu asked for. 


The committee on city property rec- 


ommended that H proposition be sub- 
mitted to the tax payers to Issue 510,- 
000 In bonds for the purchase of 100,000 
square feet, more or less, ofthe Gilbert 
Stuntou estate ou Broadway adjoinHig 
the City Asylum. This created consid- 
erable discussion and it was laid over 
for o»e week when u special meeting of 
the city council will be held. 


There were two reporls recelved'from 


the t-pecial committee on hospital ac- 
commodations, oue from the majority j 
and the other from the minority of the \ 
committee. The majority report was 
signed by Robert Kerr, chairman, and 
recommended that, as Ihe Boaid of 
Health could care for contagious dis- 
eases at a lower figure than that oflered 
by the Newport Hospital, a proposition 
should be submit ted to ihe people for 
the establisbmen t of a permanent con- 
tagious hospital, and that no contract 
should be made with the Newport Hos- 
pital. 


The minority report wns a long one 


and was signed by Alderman Bliss and 
Councilman Mason. After reciting the 
facts brought out at (he public bearing 
It gives the proposition offered by the 
Hospital trustees as follows: 


"The Newport Hospital agrees to 


lake all cases, both general and con- 
tagious, which may be sent lo it by 
the Hoard of Health, the cily physi- 
cian, the overseers of the poor, or such 
oilier admitting authority as the city 
should designate, for the sum of one 
dollar (81.00) per day per patient." 


A resolution accompanying the re- 


port provided for a committee of live 
to draw up a contract with the New- 
port Hospital and report at a speciak 
meeting of life council on May 10. The 
resolution was laid on the table in the 
common council by a vote of 7- to C. 


A resolution was passed authorizing 


Ibc-c'it.v lieasurerto pay to Catherine 
Ur.iney f4.0-10.-15 in settlement of the 
judgment seemed by btr in her suit for 
damages for Injuries by falling ou a 
(•Idvwalk; also ibe city treasurer was 
directed lo bring suit against John S. 
Langley lo recover the amount of the 
judgment as Ihe accident occurred ou 
the sidewalk adjoining his property'.

The Art of Mannlc/ 


The slab upon which the mosaic Is 


made is generally of travertine or ti 
burtine stones connected together b] 
Iron clamps. Upon the surface of this 
a mastic or cementing paste is gradu 
ally spread as tlie progress of the work 
requires it, which forms the adhesive 
ground or bed upon which the mosaic 
is laid. The mastic is composed of flue 
lime from burnt marble and finely 
powdered travertine stone mixed to the 
consistence of a paste with linseed oil. 
Into this paste are fixed the "smults" 
of which the mosaic picture Is formed. 
They are a mixed species of opaque 
vitrified glass, partaking of the natun 
of stone and glass and composed of a 
variety of minerals and materials, col- 
ored for the most part with different 
metallic oiides. Of these no fewer 
than 1,700 different shades are in use. 
They are manufactured in Rome In the 
form of long, slender rods, like wires 
of various degrees of thickness, and are 
cut into pieces of the requisite sizes. 
from the smallest pin point to an Inch. 
When the picture Is completely finished 
and the cement thoroughly dried It Is 
highly polished.— Chambers' Journal.

As late as the end of the eighteenth 


century counterfeiters were publicly 
burned at the stake la London. 
On 


March 18, 1TS9, Christlanie Murphy 
was executed at Newgate tower, Lon- 
don, for the crime of "coining." She 
was bound to the stake seated on a 
stool, tlie main tie being a cord around 
the neck. The funeral pyre was then 
lighted by the executioner and his dep- 
uties, one of the latter of whom finally 
jerked the stool from under the wretch: 
ed creature, allowing the weight to fall 
on her neck. Within forty-eight min-. 
utes the body was entirely reduced to 
ashes and buried In a hole on the spot 
where the execution took place. 


Tlie Firm Man Urm'iimaker. 


'The tirst male celebrity who made 
his mark us a dressmaker was Khom- 
berg. the 'sou of a Bavarian peasant 
from the neighborhood of Munich. Oue 
day-iu the month of May, 1730. a beau- 
tiful equipage was seen driving about 
Paris with an escutcheon in the shape 
of a corset and an open pair of scissors 
in the middle painted on the panel of 
each door. That was Rhomberg's coat 
of arms, and it told Its own tale. He 
was a genius in bis way and owed his 
success chiefly to his skill in disguis- 
ing slight deformities and bringing out 
the most attractive charms of bis fair 
customers. He rapidly made a fortune 
and left his heirs au annual Income of 
50.000 francs. Under the first empire 
and the restoration teroy supplied the 
dresses of the ladles of the court and 
the higher nobility from his splendid 
mansion in the Rue Richelieu. An ef- 
fusive encomium was written upon 
him by Auger, a member of the acad- 
emy.

In gunpowde' 
for Instance, the nitrate of potash 
(saltpeter), which is tlie chief ingre- 
dient, is practically Imprisoned oxygen, 
and when it is decomposed along with 
charcoal an Immense heat Is developed, 
which causes the gases to expand sud- 
denly; hence explosion.

Great structures were reared ou what 
was practically made laud, witli foun- 
dations which would have beeu none 
too stable lu a much more stable ter- 
ritory where dauger from earthquake 
was not always present. Thin natural 
handicap uuder which Sau Francisco 
has labored from us earliest days un- 
til uow, would uot have been experi- 
enced if tbe city bad been looted a<:ro*s 
tbe bay. 
Writing of 8au Francisco as 


one of tbe misplaced California eitUx, 
Dr. Bushnell said:— 


There .was, junt over tbe bay, a few 


milee to the north, at a little hauilet 
called Sau Pablo, a grand natural oily 
plat about five milt* square, graded 
handsomely down to the uay, supplied 
on us upper edge with the very best 
water, brcaklng'uut of a goige in the 
hills, having a straight path out to *ea 
for ships aiuo:ig Island' of rock easily 
defended, and a fair opeu aweep tor 
railroad coniiecilnim, unrlb, east, and 
wiutb, and behind tbe rock summit <in 
it* mid-front a natural dock gMund 
two miles long, paitly covered by tbe 
tides even uow, and open lo the deep 
water at both ends. In sbort, there 
was never iu the world such a cue fur 
a magnificent commercial city; but, 
alas, tbe city is fixed elsewhere l>y Ihe 
mere chance landing of adventure, and 
a change is forever impossible! What 
an illustration of the iujmenteor even 
iterally unspeakable importance of the 
results that are sometimes peuumg ou 
he right location of a city 1 
This was wrltteu many years ago, 


but it' Dr. Busbuell bad been able to 
oresee tiie destruction of "tbe maguiU- 
Citit commercial city," whose luca- 
ion had been fixed by the "mere 
ihauce landing of adventure," he could 
bardly have presented the contrasting 
advantages of Han Pablo more cuiivluc- 
ugly. 
The "Herald" la "disposed to be- 
ieve" that Dr. Buhhuell was right in 
hlnklng a change of site forever iui- 


ible. It might not unreasonably 


bare his absolute confidence as lo thi". 
'he new San Frauci.ioi will rim iu the 
Id place, even though some of tbe an- 
feut landmarks have been moved.

A considerable step in tbe direction 
f election reform was made this week 
vbeu the full committee authorized a 
avoraole report to tbe Senate of Sena- 
or Tlllmau's election bill. The report 
vas made by Senator Foraker aud the 
nly amendments to the bill have been 
vith 11 view to strengthening aud broad- 
ning it. The Tillmau bill prohibits 
II national banks and corporations en- 
aged iu interstate and foreign com- 
lerce or organized uuder the authority 


of tbe federal government from making 
any money coutribution to mid election 
fer any political office. Several amend- 
ments were added to make the bill 
more ceitaio iu tone aud to give it a 
wider scope. They include Presiden- 
tial electors aud State Legislatures in 
the'provisions of tbe bill. The penalty 
fur violation of tbe measure la a flue of 
uot more than {5,000, and there is iu 
additiou a provision making the offi- 
cers, directors, and even stockholders 
personally responsible aud providing 
for a flue of uot more tbau $1,000 aud a 
term of imprisonment. Tbe measure Is 
drastic euougb and It looks like a meas- 
ure that wag Intended to be enforced. 
The disclosures lu tbe Insurance investi- 
gation made the demand for such a law 
very inconsistent. Tbis la one of tbe 
cases where it seems that the national 
Legislature thought it was a good thing 
to give the people what they wanted. 
Naturally there hae beeu no opposition 
to jt from any of tbe corporate interests 
as it If- simply a provision against a 
legalized form of blackmail. 


The hearings before the Interstate 


Commerce, Commission iu persuauce 
of the Tillmau Gillispie Resolution have 
beeu continued m Washington all this 
week. Tbe Commission is so far going 
simply Into tbe relation of the coal roads 
to tbe coal miniug companies lu their 
territory. From'the facts elicited this 
week, it appears that it is quite a cus- 
tom for tbe railroad companies to own 
the bulk of tbe coal .companies that do 
business over their lines. This was 
strikingly shown in the testimony of tbe 
general superintendent of the Buffalo, 
Rochester aud Pittsburg Road who said 
quite as a matter of course that tbe 
Rochester and Plttsburg Coal ami Iron 
Company was owned by the same men 
who owned the railroad. This and 
one other company, it was shown, 
shipped nearly 17,000 of the little more 
than 18,000 cars of coal that passed over 
the road lu March.

Paris, Hay 2.—The long-dreaded la- 


bor day failed to bring the revolution 
which Inflammatory journal! predicted, 
but none the less It brought sc;nei of 
extreme violence. The labor districts, 
which thousands of troops controlled 
with difficulty, and Men central por- 
tions of Paris have taken on the ap- 
pearance of a siege, with r«glmeuts of 
infantry aud cavalry camped about the 
Arc de Triomph«,.tbe Bourse, the Bank 
of Franc* aud tbe great railway sta- 
tion, and sentinels placed before banks 
and private establishments. 
• The main thoroughfares in the resi- 
dential portion of Paris remain tran- 
quil, 
lu the West End, far removed 


from riotous scenes, people were dis- 
posed to treat the events in labor quar- 
ters as harmless effervescences. It war, 
however, 
much 
more 
than 
that. 


Throughout ihe afternoon dragoons, 
Republican 
guards and 
cuirassiers 


charged disorderly masses, sweeping 
the Place de lu Itepubliyue aud 
the 


broad Boulevard de Magenta. 


Toward nightfall 
cavalry charged 


with drawn swords and many persons 
were wounded on 
both sides. 
The 


manifestants overturned omnibuses and 
threw up hasty barricades. Over 1000 
arrests were imuie during Hie day. 


At no time did tbe demonstration 


reach the magnitude of a revolt, but 
was rather a leaderless tumult Iu which 
the serious labor element, struggling 
for a principle, were hopelessly con- 
fused witb 
violent 
agitators, auar- 


chists, revolutionists, 
roughs aud a 


large numbtr of the 
curious. 
The 


workmeu never succeeded iu forming a 
procession or even In assembling more 
than scattered bands. Their chief 'c- 
tiou was a reuuiou of several thousands 
in the labor exchange, at which a reso- 
lution was adopted not to returu to 
work^urftll the eight-hourday shall have 
been accorded. 


The.worst hours of the day were to-, 


wards 5 o'clock iu the evening, when 
the police practically lost control anil 
were compelled to rely on the mounted 
troops. Tbe latter, forming in lines W 
yards across and In yards apart, swept 
around the Place de la Hepubllque, dri - 
lug the disorderly crowds into the sur- 
rounding streets. 
Most of the mob 


sought refuge iu the 'Boulevard de Ma- 
genta and at the Qua! de Valmj', which 
became centers of disorder. 
Here 


trumpets sounded repealed commands 
to disperse and the cavalry galloped 
into the crowds, trampling and injur- 
ing many. A body of foot guards be- 
came surrounded by manifestants and 
was rescued with ditllculry by cavalry 
with drawn swords.

able number were wounded.

o'clock calm had been measurably re- 
stored and most of the troops returned 
to their barracks. 


Paris, May 4.—The strike has ceased 


to present auy general menace and Is 
now confined to scattered agitations, 
which promise prolonged struggles in 
several industries, but the authorities 
maintain precautionary police and mili- 
tary patrols both in the central and out- 
lyiug districts. 
Squadrons of cavalry 


are stationed iu the Place de 1'Opera 
and at the various town halls, but there 
It no further necessity to exercise force. 
Public attention Is now diverted to the 
elections to the chamber of deputies, 
which will be held next Sunday. These 
afford an additional reason for the 
continuance of precautionary 
meas- 


ures, aa tbe authorities do not wish the 
contest to be complicated by failure to 
maintain order.

San Francisco Is itself, unique, tiomi- 
uaul over a thousand miles'of seaboard, 
unrivalled. Sau Francisco is uo more 
California than it is the East or the 
West. And the reason lies simply In Its 
remoteness. Il has had a chance to de- 
velop along original lines. Los Angeles 
to Ibe south, and Portland, Tacoma and 
Seattle to the north, were settled afier 
tbe railroads were built, and to them 
brought directly and unadulterated 
Eastern manners and customs aud tra- 
ditions. The climate has uot yet had a 
chance lo do its work. But tiau Fran- 
cisco's long isolation gave it lime to de- 
velop an original form of widely. It 
todk ou color. 


First, it was deeply dyed In romance. 


Il> first settlers were Ibe most adven- 
turous men iu tbe United States. Tbe 
lltlle mining town contained tbe 
flower of tbe laud.

Conceived iu tbe grred for gold, 
brought forth as a city of adventurers, 
It could scarcely help acquiring a char- 
acter of its own that ban become fixed 
wilb time. Other mining towns have 
grown respectable and prosaic after tbe 
first excitement passed, but such cities 
It* Inland. In Sau Francfeco, however, 
so soon as tbe seaicb for gold had 
slackened ils career as a seaport, began 
with the development of Its magnifi- 
cent harbor. Civilization had moved 
to ils farthest West, aud all beyond 
was the wondrous East. 
Sau Fran- 


cisco became the outpost aud the Gold- 
en Hate began to deserve its name. 
Tbe result was a growing commerce, a 
multiplex business activity. 


go rapid was this development that 
its inhabitants became precocious. 
The youth of Ban Francisco bad no 
time'or inclination for tbe purtuit of 
education. In early days, and until re- 
teutly, it was rare for a young man to 
go to college—every oue was in haste to 
make a career. This zest wat.ttimu- 
laled by tbe climate, which kept every 
oue to hie greatest efficiency.. Without 
cold weather enough to prevent activi- 
ty or hot enough weather to discourage 
il, the whole year wa> a continuous 
strenuous scramble for profits. Tbe cli- 
mate, too, has encouraged an open-air 
life on tbe streets, the effect of which 
has beeu distinctly visible In the life 
and character of tbe average Sau Fran- 
cisco youtb. The open-fronted cigar 
Hands and shops are iu evidence, with 
their loafers aud hangers ou. Oue sees 
them at every corner, each with Its 
nlckei-in-the-elot gambling machine 
whose prizes are cigars. The immense 
number ot saloons aud corner groce- 
ries are another evidence of this free 
aud easy careless life. Sau Francisco 
has always been a city of license and 
of disregard for proprieties respected in 
other places. 


If all this has, iu Ihe opinion of stran- 


gers, shown a lower toue of public opin- 
ion, an irreligious spirit, a lack of cul- 
tured ideals, tbe couditiou has its more 
attractive sides. For tbe very spirit that 
hasmade San Francisco seem licentious 
has (*cen also extreme iu Its virtues. If 
it has had less head, it has had more 
heart. The natural reflexes from all this 
carelessness are generosity aud hospi- 
tality aud tolerance Hell-nigh Imposs- 
ible lo any more straight-laced com- 
munity. 
Ju Ibe great pourhig-out of 


sympathy with which California, and 
Sau Francisco iu especial, has been 
treated, there has been more than char- 
ity shown, there has beeu a poetic, jus- 
tice. Royally has Sau Fiaucisco given 
to the stranger within her gales; her 
hospitality aud her generosity have beeu 
almost sensational whenever she has 
beeu moved to show it. Wouderful has 
been her catholicity at home. If Sau 
Francisco's voice has ever been beard it 
has protested tree will, fiee speech, free

They 
have talked with Bret Harte and Mark 
Twain and Lolta aud Stevenson and 
Uerlnin Kearney and Huntingdon and 
Tavernier aud Emma Eame».'

thought. Boston basstoned aud egged 
Abolitionists aud has harried many a 
reformer. It is not, perhaps, so much 
becauteofauy philosophic ideals of free- 
dom that San Francisco has not done 
the same, rather is it a superb indiffer- 
ence. But in that indifference all creeds 
aud sects and philosophies have arisen 
and flourished. Extremes of thought 
as well as of social life exist in juxta- 
position. There Is a positive fiee trade 
In ideas. 


Such qualities give character and 


charm and color to a community, if 
they do not make for an ethical public 
opinion. It is a city of the feminine 
type, emotional, high tempered, flckle, 
alluring. 
Once enthralled, all other 


places must seem cold and sluggish. 


An example or two of this habit of 


minding one's own business may ex- 
plain the trait. A well-known man in 
the exclusive Southern set was accused 
of murder in another town aud was 
tried for his life three times, the jury 
being "hung" in each cnee. His slater, 
shortly after the last trial, was publicly 
Wedded aud the affair was patronized 
by "society." No social stigma was 
hern, she Mas not ostracized. It could 
happen, perhaps, in few other cities. 
Tbe people simply did not care. Three 
years ago an editor who was accused of 
having traduced a young girl's reputa- 
tion In his paper was visited by her 
fiance and shot in his own hull. 
The 


revenger was Immediately acquitted. 
Such eases are Dot Riven lo prove that 
human life is held lightly, hut they 


• teem to show that Sau Francisco is in- 


clined lo permit Its eilijwun to settle 
their own troubles, without bothering 
itself either lo approve or to condeoin, 
Bait FranclK'o docs not judge. 


Another clement Hint has heightened 


Ban Francisco's charm in the dowry of 
.Nature Itself. 
No descriptions can 


give the ell'ect of t he ever-preneut moun- 
tain! aud water. 
Grand and terri- 


ble •• *re the vtewa accmlbl* from 
bair (he town, they euier unconsciously 


"baric glories. It was a part of Sau 
Francisco. 


Tbe Cllfl House, except for tbe mad- 


ness of some midnight frolic the ordi- 
nary San Franciscan never went there, 
though Eastern tourists flocked there 
first to gape at tbe seals. But the Cliff 
House is more Im porlant than tbe Mint. 


And, over ail, was Tamalpals, the 


most beautiful mountain In the world, 
rising from the water, Its profile like 
that of a eleepiug maiden. Your San 
Franciscan worshipped It, but seldom 
climbed its height till its railway was 
built. It loomed over tbe city; It could 
not be forgotten or ignored. 


In a hundred other ways San Fran- 


cisco was and still may be unique. Its 
little oysters, sold by the hundred, Its 
fresh llgs, Us articbokea, Its shrimps— 
such touches forgotten till they are 
missed made its every-day life. The 
clanging cable cars, tbe monstrous ferry, 
the troops, tbe single main artery of 
Market street, making all parts of the 
city oue, all combined to give that local 
color iu virtue of which gau Francis- 
cans were a people unique. 


Aud If this Is so, San Francisco may 


yet be herself. Her spirit should- uot 
perish. New times, new manners; but 
she Is still separated by mountain aud 
plain aud climate from the East aud 
from the West. The old days are goue 
aud a new epoch has come, but the 
Sau Franciscan will not change. The 
uupatriotic Califoruian ia yet to be 
found. He has the zeal aud enthusi- 
asm of (be proselyte, aud must make 
known bis wouderful news. Is it then 
because be loves his home more, or be- 
cause he proclaims it more, that his 
loyalty has become a byword? It is, 
perhaps, because he is uew-cooje to his 
own, aud with all the newness and 
freshness of possession he realizes his 
blessings of climate aud beuuly and 
wealth, and loves tbe laud for its own 
Intrinsic sake while yet enjoying his 
good fortune. He does not look back 
upon it tbiougb a mist of years and 
have a sentimental aflectiou for it as 
tbe laud of his birth, to be cherished 
but never visited; he loves it not as he 
loves his mother, but as be loves bis 
sweetheart. The native bom, too, have 
that enthusiasm which comes of see- 
Ing things grow. His traditions are 
his dally experiences; he does not have 
to listen to them from graybeards or 
read of them in books. Sutler's Fort is 
mill standing; Fort Gunnybags, the 
citadel of the Vigilantes, is, or was, a 
week ago. 


Steveut-on caught this flavor of the 


town. Sun Francisco was then iu its 
"middle period"—the second stage o< 
its developement. Tbe third period has 
still to be chronicled, but the history is 
worth writing. For there has been a 
true cult of San Francisco aud its wor- 
ship has been genuine and wholesome. 
Much already has been written of the 
town by minor literary enthusiasm, 
writteu with red aud violet iuks. They 
have wrilteu of it as the city of miracles, 
of the home of romance, as the City Im- 
possible. They have told of strange 
ships coming iu through tbe Golden 
Gate from tropic seas, of tbe water- 
front, the "snjelting-pot" of the nations, 
of its hills and Its Chinatown, Ils open- 
air life, its murders and its giant plants. 
All thin Is true, for him who has eyes to 
we it—and Sau Francisco, by the way, 
has published more poetry than any 
other clly of Its size—but there ia a larger 
romance, a more universal poetry, a 
more marvellous psychology in the na- 
tive loyally which is well-nigh incom- 
prehensible to an Easterner. Sau Fran- 
cisco isa fetish, a religion, a philosophy. 
Market ttreet is the most wouderful 
boulevard lu the wide world! 'What 
other city can show so unanimous a 
love, an affection so militant, a loyalty 
so fervid?—Hoston Transcript.

One ol the most destructive earth- 


quakes of recent occurrence was thai 
which took place on t he Island of Itctna 
near Naples, July 28. 18S3, by which 
more Iliau two thousand persons lost 
their lives, aud which devastated tlie 
country. 


By the earthquake at Mendoza, South 
America, on ihe 20th of March, 1861, 
over 12.000 persons lost their lives. 
This earthquake' was oue of the most 
destructive of modern times. 


Tbe Chai leston earthquake occurred 


ou the night of August 31, 1886, and it 
was accompanied by great loss of life 
and property. It was I he greatest shock 
the South ever experienced from au 
earthquake, and it is reviewed with 
horror to this day. 
While Charleston 


Is the only city that suffered any con- 
siderable damage the shock was felt 
all over tbe South being especially 
heavy in Weat Tennessee. Buildings 
rocked and swayed, bui as we now re- 
member but oue or two collapsed, aud 
these were unoccupied at the time. It 
created a panic, however, iu a number 
of the smaller towns. 


In all ages and iu most countries sci- 


entists have disagreed as to the origin, 
or cause, of earthquakes. The generally 
accepted theory, however, is that oue 
laid down by Humboldt who says:"Au 
earthquake shock is a wave-like motion 
of a part of tne earth's crust, aud is oue 
of the ways in winch tbe reaction of 
the iuterior of tlie earth against its ex- 
terior makes itself manifest." 
That 


definition is not satisfying to tbe stu- 
dent, but after he has consulted all 
authorities he will find himself slili iu 
a State ol doubt, and mystery. Au at- 
tractive theory if lh:a ihe enrtn was 
once a ball of lire; unit il has been cool- 
ing lor millions ol years; thai in ihe 
cei ter ol tlieenrtli llitre is iio«- a mol- 
ten mass of matter which changes iu 
temperature from li'me to lime. 


Following up the line of reasoning 


the disciples of this tcliool, declare that 
volcanoes are tbe eafetv-valves of the 
earth, and thai but for' them there 
would be au explosion thai would send 
us wheeling through space, as frag- 
ments from a boiler explosion. They 
argue that the cooling process, follow- 
ing a volcanic eruption, causes earth- 
quakes. Aud it is a noteworthy fact 
mat most of the earthquakes of history 
have been preceded by volcanic erup- 
tions In some part of the world. Cer- 
tainly there is some connection be- 
tween tlie volcano and the earthquake.

Eighteen Pies a Minute. 


A was au apple pie made by the new 


pie-making machine that is attended 
to by oue man aud three boys aud 
turns out from sixteen to eighteen pies 
a minute. Tbe machine is eighteen 
feet long aud twenty feet wide. Au 
electric motor I'llrniHlHiH power aud a 
gas jet keeps Ihe forming dies warm. 
Over Ibe machine is mspended a tank 
with "lining" for four hundred pies, 
aud in it au agitator revolves to keep 
the material from .blocking the outlet. 
After the paste for crusts has been prop- 
erly mixed it is weighed and cut into 
pioperly nz-d pieo-s ny a dough di- 
vider. A tray full of lumps of dough 
for bottom crusts is placed at one end 
of the machine, and another tray con- 
taining lumps for lop crusts at ihe oth- 
er end. Ai Ihe rear is a stack of plates 
automatically fed by arachet. A mag- 
uttized uruj swings around, picks up a 
plate and places it ou a die made to re- 
ceive it. A piece of dough Is placed ou 
the plate ana the next movement brings 
it under a die which forms the lower 
crust. Then the fruit is deposited from 
tue tank and the plate moves forward. 
By tills time another lump of dough 
bas beeu flatteued out and stamped 
with an initial, such as L for leinou, 
while an automatic bellows blows a puff 
of flour over the dough to keep it from 
sticking. The next movement brings 
Ihe tilled pie and this upper crust to- 
gether, one operator beltur. stattoued 
here to adjust the top cover if necessary. 
Then the covered pie comes uuder the 
edgiuxdie, which cutsoffall tbeseraps, 
aud the pie passes forward on an apron 
which leads to Ihe oven.—uhicago Trib- 
uue.
